The first evidence of nervousness 


noticed among the inhabitants was 
when the party reached Ventura and 
upon inquiry it was found that a 
heavy quake had struck that city, 
that morning shortly before our ar 
rival, with the result that the court- 
house, a large building standing on 
a hill, was badly cracked. We no 
ticed also that the fire departments 
were all parked in the center of the 
street so that in event of damage 
they would be ready for action. 


The first real evidence of the hea- 


vy quake of Monday was noticeable 
at Sunland, three miles from Santa 
Barbara, a little hamlet which has 
become world known because of its 
oil'wells which extend out into the 
ocean. 
We noticed a number 
oJ 


chimneys had fallen. 


The three-mile 
drive from this 


point brought us into the center of 
the quake's action, along, the lower 
sections of Santa Barbara. Here was 
devastation on every hand. Frame as 
well as concrete and brick buildings 
had been thrown from their founda- 
tions and partially destroyed, 
Upon every lawn were stretched 
blankets, cots and beds, showing that 
the inhabitants had not yet returned 
to their homes to sleep. A few min- 
utes' drive brought us to the center 
of the city, where a glance up State 
street, the principal business thor- 
oughfare, at once revealed the ex- 
tent of the damage. This street was 
roped off at every intersection and 
guarded by marines, who turned back 
the traffic and all pedestrians with- 
out passes.

that sufficient moneys be \pn hand 
July 1st to tide-the city over until 
receipt of tax moneys in November. 


The auditor's report showed a bal- 


ance on hand as of June 30, 1921, 
$4,056.08 in the general fund. Re- 
port of June 30, 1922, gave a bal- 
ance of $6,784.21. In June, 1923, 
there was a deficit of $6,243.96. From 
profit of the sale of the West Co- 
vina sewer farm on June 30, 1924, 
there was a balance of $12,132.75, 
but there had already, been pledged 
from this for paving Fourth street, 
adjacent to the city park, $11,286.70, 
also a sum which has been partially 
refunded, amounting to $750, for the 
work done by the county on Hollen- 
beck street. These amounts, taken 
from the balance in the geneval fund 
on June 30, 1924, left only $96.05 to 
start the new fiscal year on July 1, 
1924. During the above periods it 
was frequently necessary to transfer 
moneys from the'water fund to the 
general fund to prevent the latter 
from becoming exhausted. 


The report covering the fourth 


quarter of the fiscal year 1924-1925 
shows a gratifying balance in the 
general fund of $8,964.07. To this 
may be added $994.68 which is now 
due for incidental expenses that 
have been incurred and paid for on 
the street lighting program. This 
will give the sum of $9,958.75 to be- 
gin the new fiscal year July 1, 1925, 
nnd should be sufficient to last until 
1925 taxes are received. 


There has been some comment on 


the fact that the city manager re 
eeived a compensation of $2800 pel 
year. When it is taTsen into conciil 
oration thnt in addition to the office 
of city manager, thc positions of 
street superintendent, plumbing and 
electrical Inspector were also filled, 
the cost to the city heretofore being 
$1500 per year for strcot superinten- 
dent, with a credit of $223.55 for 
plumbing and electrical permits, it 
leaves an additional compensation 
of only $1,07(5.45 on the salary of 
the city manager.

As for the lemons, Mr. Dezell esti- 


mates that the crop will return about 
$17,000,000. Already the growers 
have received $11,000,000, and 1,600,- 
000 boxes are yet to go. 


RESULTS ACHIEVED 


Unquestionably the enormous con- 


sumption of oranges and lemons is 
due largely to the efforts of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers' 
Exchange 


through its intensive advertising and 
sales campaign. One of its experi- 
ments has proved a surprising suc- 
cess, and has opened a profitable 
channel of distribution. In an at- 
tempt to increase the consumption 
of orange and lemon juice, the ex- 
change developed a fruit-juice ex- 
tractor. One of these extractors con- 
sumes about a box a week. 


Sales for export have shown sat- 


isfactory increase, although this year 
because of the short crop, the ex- 
change has done little more in this 
direction than to maintain its brands 
in the foreign markets. High prices 
in this country have kept the fruit 
at home. " 


One of the activities of the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange that 
well illustrates the magnitude of its 
bw-iness is the lumber subsidiary in 
the northern part of the state. This 
company furnishes the shook for 
about 10.000,000 boxes annually, or 
about one-half of the number used 
by the association's packing-houses. 
The lumber company has its own 
lands, and also cuts on government 
reserves. Through reforestation and 
the application of sane methods, it 
is believed that the large opera 
tions of this company in its present 
field will become perpetual.

The Ever-Present Menace 


It has never been difficult to get the full cooperation 


of the Southern California rancher in mountain fire control. 
And the attitude of the rancher has been at all times re- 
flected in the small town business man as well. The farm- 
ing communities know the need for fire control. 


,It is also a fact that out of two thousand citizens in all 


walks of life who enter the mountains, only one will be 
careless or contemptuous of the rules governing the pro- 
tection of the forests from fire. But that one contemptuous 
person has often been the cause of the loss of several thou- 
sand acres of brush cover. 


In the Angeles forest the federal government and the 


counties bordering have been making a losing fight against 
fires for many years. This is reflected in the quite generally 
denuded 'condition of 'the mountainsides. 
Money with 


which to establish adequate guard has not been forth- 
coming. 
The Washington viewpoint of the semi-arid 


mountain country has been either that of assuming that 
the conditions are the same as exist in ranges frequently 
swept by storms, as in the east and in the Rockies, or that 
equally dangerous fallacy that the destruction of the brush 
cover is inevitable and periodic in such conditions as per- 
tain in Southern California. 


We gain nothing by not admitting the truth. The Sier- 


ra Madre range is the most difficult to protect of ^all the 
mountains of the United States because of their compara- 
tively low altitude and the lack of summer rains. Brash 
cover which escapes fire for ten years becomes so luxuriant 
and so lender-dry it in its very luxuriance causes a condi- 
tion which leads to a great conflagration, either through 
the .carelessly dropped cigaTette or lightning or natural, sun- 
Sflass'conditions in-the^ mineral rocks. 


The only possible practice to pursue at the present is to 


prevent as many fires spreading from camp fires as is pos- 
sible; to educate everyone to the criminal danger of the 
carelessly-tossed cigarette. 
Until we can arouse greater 


government interest this is all we can do. 


Speaking of Summer 


San Bernardino Sun: Summer is here, officially and 


otherwise, and it is a wonderful sensation. The sun's rays 
that flood California with light and warmth are preparing 
for market the greatest fruit and vegetable crop in the 
world. The golden sunshine of yesterday, today and to- 
morrow will ring up many million dollars on California's 
cash register, beginning with the melon and berry crops, 
including the great peach and apricot harvest, the yield 
of the vineyard and finally in far-off next winter the orange 
crop that is now setting on the trees. 


All of which brings us to the real subject of this dis- 


cussion. 


How often residents of the interior of Southern Cali- 


fornia, particularly San Bernardino, Riverside and Red- 
lands, hear these words while they are travelling over the 
state and meet people of other cities: "-Oh, yes, it is hot 
there where you live, isn't it?" 


As a matter of fact the interior of Southern California 


.is a summer resort compared with the two great valleys 
of Northern California, but it is apparently useless to de- 
fend ourselves on that score. These three cities at least 
have a state-wide reputation of being unusually hot. and 
because the reputation is so vividly stamped on uninformed 
minds, it would seem unwise to attempt to launch a cam- 
paign of education to the contrary. 


But there is a way to meet this heat propaganda. 
"Ah, that is what puts yellow into our oranges!" 
If that sentence were adopted as a slogan and handed 


hack to those who talk of our heat, not many years would 
be required to build up the state-wide idea that^the sum- 
mer temperature in the interior of Southern California is 
a recognized asset of which the residents are proud. 


"And our nights are cool." 
That could be added for good measure. 
So long as the cities involved in this heat propaganda 


permit it to plague them, just so long will the unjust repu- 
tation prevail. Instead of Riverside complaining that San 
Bernardino gets the best of it in the location of government 
thermometers, or vice versa, or one or both cities charging 
the Redlands chamber of commerce marks down its sum- 
mer temperatures a couple of degrees, there should be the 
element of pride in our heat. 


Were it not for the summer months, oranges would not 


be ripening in November in this great ulterior section of 
Southern California. There would not be the employment 
for many thousands of people in the citrus industry. There 
would not be the vast railroad traffic produced by the 
movement of the oranges to market. 


The millions upon millions of dollars would not be com- 


ing back from the east to help build up California. 


So when you hear the fling: "You have hot weather 


there," let there be the chorus: 


"Ah, that is what puts the yellow into our oranges!" 
Once it is generally known that the interior of Southern 


California is happy with what hedt it does have, then the 
world will cease to think it is unpleasantly hot in this par- 
ticular locality.

| our first names. I had an opportunity 
to renew my acquaintance of about 
twenty-five years ago with "Nick" 
Harris, known to California radio 
fans ,and formerly of Covina. The 
fine time and good fellowship enjoy- 
ed on the train were largely due to 
"Nick's" efforts.

I was much "impressed" by the 


ceremony, especially the sign of de- 
parture, and expect tn get a great 
deal of pleasure out of conferring 
the degrees on Covina Lions. 


When we arrived we were thor- 


oughly organized and ready to ad- 
rertise for San Francisco and Cali- 
fornia. There wns on bonrd over 
5000 California poppies of paper v,-ith 
little slips of paper saying "San 
Francisco's Golden Gate always op- 
en, 1926." Riverside, the home,, of 
the navel orange, had 2000 balloons, 
not blown up, orange colored, and 
with our train .was a baggage car 
full of California products—walnuts, 
almonds, oranges, apricots, peaches, 
plums, prunes, and raisins, donated 
by the various Lions clubs and their 
friends. 


With that layout and with our 


organization resulting from 
four 


days of close contact with one anoth- 
er, California was able to do more, 
to make more display, and to furnish 
more entertainment than any other 
delegation present. Songs and yells 
were co'mposed on the train, practic- 
ed and ready for delivery on every 
occasion. 


Our delegation was exceeded in 


numbers by only Texas (the home of 
Lionism), Illinois, ar.f1 Ohio. In or- 
der to lend some color to the occa- 
sion, every delegate before leaving 
California supplied himself with gold 
instead of currency, and there was a 
time when we began to wish we had 
currency instead.

Mowing Lawn Banks 


With the aid of an additional handle 


on the lawnmower, the difficulty of cut- 
ting grass on banks is considerably re- 
duced as it permits the worker to remain 
on top of the lattn yet hold the mower 
at the proper angle. The extra handle, 
about 8 ft. long, is screwed to the under- 
side "of the regular handle, and a brace 
is nailed between the two., as shown.

Sailboat with Two Hulls 


Keeps Better Balance 


Built upon two pontoons bridged to- 


gether, a novel sailboat devised by Ital- 
ian enthusiasts is said to 
have a safe speed of 
twenty-four knots in 
brisk winds, to keep bet- 


ter balance than ordinary models and 
to be practically non-capsizable. When 
one side: rise clear of the water, the 
other remains securely on the surface. 
The pontoons practically act as outrig- 
gers, but do not interfere with handling 
the boat, and when the craft rides on a 
single float, head resistance is decreased, 
it is claimed, especially in rough seas.

Tubes That Won't Burn Out 
Vacuum tubes for radio sets of the fu- 


ture may have their life prolonged in- 
definitely by a new filament which works 
at a temperature much lower than the 
ordinary bulbs. The material, which was 
described by Dr. Irving Langmuir, of the 
General Electric company, accomplishes 
its purpose without heating to a glow, 
and even in a dark room does not ap- 
pear red under operation. By the addi- 
tion of a small amount of thorium, com- 
bined with several gases, to the tungsten 
used in the tubes, the filament is made 
to operate at temperatures far below the 
usual danger point, avoiding overheat- 
ing to the buming-out stag*. 


Cleaning Paintbrushes 


By using the following method paint- 


brushes can readily be cleaned and kept 
soft and pliable without keeping them in 
oil or water. When finished with the 
brush, clean it in gasoline; about two- 
thirds of a cupful is enough. Pour some 
clean gasoline on the brush and hold it 
in front of the nozzle of a garden hose or 
other strong stream of water, turning the 
brush around several times to wash out 
the gasoliae. With the removal of the 
gas, every trace of the paint will also 
disappear. The brush is then laid away 
to dry, and it will be soft and clean for 
the next job. Even if used in black paint 
a brush will not soil a clean piece of 
paper when rubbed over it, after having 
been thoroughly cleaned and dried in 
this way.

Seals anct Tuna Fish 


Have Hiding Places 


There Is a mystery surrounding 


the fur seal which has never been 
solved. No one has ever been able 
to discover where they go in win- 
ter. No one has yet been able to 
make a record of their hiding 
place. 


All that Is known, says the Min- 


neapolis Tribune, is that on the 
Islands of St. Paul and St. George, 
tn Alaska, the seals begin to ap- 
pear about the end of April or the 
Brst of May and toward the latter 
part of August or in the first week 
of September they disappear as 
strangely and mysteriously as they 
came. In this respect they are no* 
less puzzling to scientists than the 
huge schools of tuna fish which ap- 
pear and disappear from the waters 
of southern California regularly 
each year. 


Tuna flsh have ' been caught, 


marked and turned loose, with the 
hope that some of them might be 
caught In other waters during the 
winter months, but so far none of 
them have been captured. A simi- 
lar method of marking seals would 
do no good, for they are never seen 
during the winter months. 


Years ngo the seals numbered 


5,000,000 or more, where today they 
may be counted only up to four or 
five hundred thousand. Yet even 
in the days when they were most 
numerous, their habit of disappear- 
ing suddenly without leaving a 
trace of their whereabouts and as 
suddenly reappearing after an ab- 
sence of several months was just 
aa mysterious as It Is today.
